Politics in the partisan eense ought te step at 
the water’s edge, and we trust there is enough stal- 
wart Americanism in the Democratic leadership to 
offset the temptations of vote getting tactics where 
serious considerations of America's international 
relations are involved. 

So far as the Irish aspirations for political au- 
tonomy, and even, though in less measure, for 
political independence, are concerned, there has 
always been a great Geal of sympathy in this 


Irish blood, and expressed for years by substantial 
contributions in aid of lawful political measures. 
The American people, free themselves, are always 
sympathetic to the struggles of other peoples to be 
free. But there are bounds to this sympathy and 
to the proper means of its expression® The Ameri- 
can people, we are confident, do not assent to an 
Armenian mandate, although -ve sympathize with 
the sufferings of the Armenian people; and we do 
not assent because we are unwilling to assume the 
burden and complications of our international] re-. 
lations involved in the task. It is our right and 
‘the duty of our leaders to consider fully the conse 
quences of any action we take respecting Ireland, 
and leaders ought not to permit the faet that the 
votes of Irish-Americans are more numerous than 
those of Armenians to shut out consideration of 
American interests involved in any action or pro- 
nouncement touching Irish independence or the 
relations of Ireland to Great Britain. 

The formula proposed at the Chicago convention 
was in effect a recognition of the secession of Ire- 
iand from the British empire and its recognition 
as an independent etate. The serious responsibili- 
ties necessarily implied in such a declaration hardly 
need discussion. If British ministers made due 
allowance for the @xigencies of party tactics and 
the probability of Democratic defeat in November, 
nevertheless the immediate effect upon public 
opinion in Ireland and in the British empire would 
be grave. With the British people it would be 
occasion of bitter resentment, as we may realize 
if we stop to think how Americans would feel if a, 
great British party should declare for the recog. 
nition of a part of our own dominions which was 
trying to secede. This resentment would not 
easily pass away, and would have tts effect upon 
British policy and action wherever it met American 
interests in any part of the globe. It would make 
constant friction and would produce hostility and 
distrust between two nations upon whose friendly 


progress of the world, as we believe, very largely 
depend. 

We think the American people have a right to 
demand that their leaders give consideration to 
consequences so seriously affecting our own peace 
and welfare. 

As for the effect of the declaration in Ireland; 


what can it be but to tempt irresponsible indi. | 


viduals to deeds of futile violence and to arouse 
in the minds not only of extremists, but of the 
people generally, the hope and expectation that 
America is ready to go to war to force Great 
Britain to grant Ireland independence? 

Would that not be a cruelly delusive and costly 
hope? We think it would. We cannot believe 
that even the most sanguine Irish-American thinks 
that America would go to war with the British 
empire on such an issue. 

Yet the effect upon Anglo-American relations of 
& recognition of Irish independence undoubtedly 
tends toward a future war, and it Would be @ell 
for American public men and for the American 
public to look that possibility squarely in the face. 

War between the United States and the British 
empire would be the greatest calamity in the his- 
tory of western civilization. It would probably ruin 
western civilization and bring about the supremacy 
of another race or races. But let us narrow our 
thought to its immediate consequences to our. 
selves. If after tragic bloodshed we took Canada, 
éea power would quickly assert its Sway, and espe 
cially if, as is likely or certain, the British power 
were augmented through an alliance with Japan, 
the Philippines, Hawaii, and the canal would be 
mastered, military bases established on this con- 
tinent, and the Pacific coast occupied because of 
o6ur unpreparedness. We shall not have years to 
prepare and we shall not, it seems, prepare. 

These are not mere imaginings. They are logical 
deductions from premises we cannot afford to 
ignore. We have come to accept as an axiom that 
War within the Anglo-Saxon race is impossible.

PRICE CUTTING AND FAILURES. 
[Journal of Commerce. } 

Some anxiety is being manifestsed by bankers and 
financia) authorities lest the so-called “wave” of 
pries cutting should bring with it some dousiness em- 
barrassment. There is always danger of this kind 
in every deflation movement because of the fact that 


business community ageinst ill advised or speculative 
operations is greatly narrowed, Whefl pricés are 
steadily advancing from month td month it is dificult 
indeed for a businéss establishment to “go wrong” 
if it is guided by elementary principles of sound judg- 
ment. By buying steadily and unloading promptly it 
gete the natural advantage which comes from rising 
prices evén ff it obtains no other earning. This is 
undoubtedly true of a considerable number of business 
housgs at the present time. 

It te, however, necessary to remember that when 
real price recessions come they will necessarily mean 
hardship. The mest serious sufferings will be in-. 
fiieted upor those who find themselves overstocked or 
with Jarge commitments. Such housés necessarily 
have to pay the penalty of their unwisdom by seeing 
théir capital eaten up to cover the loss on their goods. 
Others, however, will suffer from. the fact that even 
with the best of judgment and the utmost of skill on 
their part they will find the trade overcrowded. In 
many lines of business the number of establishments 
is today undoubtedly hkarger than is warranted. As 
prices recede and as a higher degree of skill is called 
for in the attainment of business success some con- 
cerns will find themselves crowded out. 

There is no use in treating the obvious and visible 
signe of contraction as if they were indicators of 
dieaster. Bankers and others have been insisting 
upon contraction in not a few lines as an absolutely 
necessary concomitant of returning soundness. There 
has been much truth in these arguments, yet they 
sound hollow whet those whe put them forward begin 
to object and hesitate about the practical application 
of the very remedies which they have advocated. We 
cannot have our cake and eat it, too, and if it be 
true that some lines of business have become over- 
grown and need pruning the results of the pruning 
procéss must be endured for the sake of the greater 
bénefit to be gained therefrom.

Joseph Conrad’s New Book

é< OMETIMES Mr. Blaine and 
Judge Harlan met on a Sun- 
day morning. They talked 
about the war, the amend 
ments to the constitution, the surplus, 
and the personnel of the different men 
On both sides of the Rebellion. Mr. 
Blaine discussed Gen. Grant freely. He 
called him ‘PYie Old Man’ and said 
He liked popular applause more than 
any one I ever knew.’ From his man- 
ner it seemed to me that Mr. Blaine 
regretted he had not ‘ served time’ dur- 
ing the Rebellion. .One subject never 
Was discussed between Mr. Blaine and 
Judge Harlan. That was the Cincin- 
nati convention of 1876, when, it was 
said, the oposition to Mr. Blaine (in 
which Judge Harlan was a leader) 
turned out the lights in the convention 
hall at a critical stage, to head off a 
stampede to Mr. Blaine. Then it was 
that the deal was made whereby Hayes 
was nominated and Harlan was to be 

put on the Supreme bench.” 


~o 

Mrs. Gresham in her “ Life of Walter 
Quintin Gresham” has few illusions 
concerning American statesmen and 
their national conventions, though, as 
in the foregoing paragraph, she ob- 
serves a quizzical magnanimity in re- 
cording that slight cynicism. “We 
saw much of the Blaine family [while 
Mr. Gresham was in President Ar- 
thur’s cabinet] until one day Mr. Blaine 
said to my husband: ‘I can be nom- 
inated for the presidency, but I can- 
not be elected. Arthur cannot be nom- 
inated. Why do you stay with him? 
You can be elected. If you will make 
me secretary of state you can be nom- 
inated at Chicago.’ My. husband*told 
him that he could not talk about a 
matter of that kind as long as he was 
in the president’s cabinet.” 


All through these sprightly memoirs 


‘Mrs. Grésham’s gentle and wifely hand 


is at the latch, opening the door upon 
her distinguished husband’s extraordi- 
nary attributes as a person, a jurist, 
and a diplomat. It is a modest lamp 
that she holds, considering her relation 
to her subject, and in no place does it 
become an egregious spotlight. She 
is, as Otto Gresham, her son and ed- 
itor says, the one person in the world 
most competent to understand the 
motives that actuated her husband 
in the many crises of his career, be- 
cause her opinion and judgment were 
sought and often acted upon in the 
daily councils on momentous issues. 
Her womanly prejudices are graceful 
and are expressed with little bitterness, 
and they include John W. Foster, Mr. 
Blaine, Chief Justice Fuller, Senator 
Morgan of Alabama, the Infanta Eula- 
lia, O. W. Morgan, the war governor 
of Indiana (who tried to drive Mr. 
Gresham out of the army) and other, 
lesser partialities. 

Mrs. Gresham’s story of the Chicago 
convention of 1888, and its prelimi- 
naries when Judge Gresham, with 
what seemed to be an excessive recti- 
tude, steadfastly refused to make a 
pledge of any sort, in exchange for the 
nomination, is rich in its candid de- 
tail. Col. Ingersoll is in it, with his 
unexpected speech for Gresham 
which the New Yorkers interrupted 
by leaving the hall. Also Thomas C. 
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Platt and his determination.to be 


secretary of the treasury; Henry M.: 


Teller, J. Sloat Fassett, Quay, John 
Cc. New, Lige Halford, Joseph Medill, 
William Penn Nixon, George R. Dayis, 
and a score of others—most of them 
vanished, a few femembered, and a 
few lagging superfluous today at the 
Coliseum. The candidates then were 
John Sherman, Judge Gresham, Rus- 
sell A. Alger, Benjamin Harrison, 
Senator Allison of lowa, James G. 
Blaine, Robert T. Lincoln, William Mc- 
Kinley, and J. B. Foraker. McKin- 
ley had eleven .votes.in the fourth 
ballot, and when Quay, at an inner 
caucus of the powers, proposed to 
nominate him, Platt refused. He said 
that never again would he trust an 
Ohio man after the deal Garfield gave 
him on the treasury portfolio in 188%. 
Harrison, he claimed later, bilked him 
similarly in 1888. 


The convention having . adjourned 
over Sunday, “the wily Stephen B. El- 
kins, with Mrs. Elkins, took Mr. and 
Mrs. Piatt for a Sunday morning drive. 
Instead of going to church they went 
to Lincoln park. Platt was very in- 


communicative as they drove along, || 


Mr. Elkins said, until he showed him a 
telegram from Mr. Blaine authorizing 


the withdrawal of his name, and a letter |. 


from Mr. Harrison. Then, Mr. Elkins 
said, Platt agreed to support Harrison 
on the morrow. Mr. Elkins said after- 
ward that he did.not promise Platt on 
behalf of Harrison that Platt would be 
secretary of the treasury. Platt 
claimed Elkins made that promise and 
that Harrison’s letter authorized him 
to do so. Both the letter and the tele- 
gram Mr. Elkins retained in his own 
possession, and never produced them.” 
Mr. Platt told the New Yorkers of the 
pledge, and the next day they nomi- 
nated Harrison. Mr. Depew had pre- 
viously warned the boys that if Gresh- 
am were nominated they would get no 
money from New York. “ Name Gresh- 
am,” said Chauncey to the railroad 
men, “and he’ll Wabash all of us "—re- 
ferring to Judge Gresham's action in 
the famous case.

Thirty years ago and less they were 
potent levers of the republic; but~the 
winds have blown — all away. 


In what mainte. twenty years 
hence, will James E. Watson live? 
Will the schoolgirls then know who 
Wadsworth and Harding were, or Will 
Hays, or Murray Crane, or Jake Ha- 
mon, or Henry Lincoln Johnson? Upon 
which benefactor will oblivion’s noise- 
less doors close sooner—Gillette, the 
razor, or Gillett, the speaker? The 
great men who are now in the full me- 
ridian of their glory haste to the set- 
ting sun, and ere long will be forgot, 
whe others will wield the toothpicks 
an@ aim at the wary cuspidors, emblem- 
atic of statesmanship in the American 
capitol. A writer in the June Century 
tells of taking two recent woman’s col- 
lege graduates to see the home of Sam- 
uel J. Tilden in old New York City. 
“They were,” he ‘writes, “ unusually 
excellent examples of the best that the 
colleges produce; they were of Ameri- 
can ancestry. . It developed that 
neither of them had ever heard of Sam- 
uel J. Tilden.” One doubts if there is 
a schoolboy in Chicago who knows the 
name of the rural congressman who in- 
troduced the fourteenth amendment, 
who led the prosecution of the Lincoln 
conspirators, and who was the judge 
advocate in the proceedings to impeach 
President Johnson.

‘To what am I indebted 
for the favor of this call?’ asked Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. ‘I have word from 
Brazil,’ answered Secretary Gresham, 
‘that your flagship has taken Admiral 
da Gama aboard. Of course that is not 
“trie. You and I know itis not true, 
but I must be able to tell the president 
and his cabinet this morning that it is 
not true. Good-morning; Sir Julian.’” 
Before the cabinet met at 11 o’clock, 
Da Gama had been _ back on his own 
ship. 


The book is full of ot One war stories of 
Gen. Gresham and the field marshals of 
the civil war; of interesting reminis- 
cences of Samuel Allerton, Nelson Mor- 
ris, Norman B. Ream, Potter Palmer, 
John T. McCutcheon, and other Chi- 
cago celebrities. Judge Gresham “ al- 
ways rated Mr. McCutcheon’s force, as 
more than genius in public affairs.” 
This report has tried to touch only 
upon the lighter or news aspects of the 
history. It is the most er en- 
tertaining recital of the kind that I 
ever read, and I regret that you cannot 
buy it. I am told that the entire edi- 
tion, printed by Rand-McNally, has 
been sold.

By the mere mental 
act of participation one is made free, 
beautiful, young and formidable. One 
puts destiny to the test, ventures all 
and takes the loss with exultation in 
the tragedy. 

There are many fine vocations in 
this world, many services which the 
devoted may perform for mankind. 
But were I to choose, knowing that 
my wish would be granted by the 
assembled gods, I would be a teller of 
tales—tales that, like Conrad’s, would 
transport the reader from the hard 
ways of daily toil into the spacious 
times of romance, and send the mind 
and spirit back to its duty refreshed 
as with a bath of ocean water on a 
sun-wrapped beach, and clothed in 
clean garments, ready for the day’s 
appointed tasks.

Second American in Finals.

Nancy Perkins Field Tree, widow of 
Henry Field. This, under the court’s 
ruling will amount to one-third of the 
income from the real estate held in 
trust in the name of Henry Field. The 
specific amount was not mentioned. 

The claim for Henry Field’s share 
of the estate made by former Gov. 
Edward F. Dunne, on behalf of Henry 
Anthony Marsh, spn of Henry Fiek 
and Peggy Marsh, an English actress, 
was denied. Judge Foell held that 
Marshall Field's intent to provide only 
for legitimate issue of his heirs wag 
plainly indicated. 

The court added that had the will 
expressly proyided for illegitimate 
issue it would be necessary, in the in. 
terest of pubiic policy, to disregard 
such provision. 

The ruling of Judge Foell was mac 
verbally, in his chambers. He %m- 
structed that a decree embracing the 
ruling be drawn and submitted for his 
signature.

Counsel for Capt. Field indicated 
an appeal would be taken. 

Former Gov. Dunne said he would 
appeal on behalf of the Marsh boy. 
but indicated the appeal might not be 
mate for some time. 

“Undoubtedly the boy’s interests 
will be safeguarded by an appeal,” 
said Dunne. “ Still, he is a very young 
boy and under the law has the right 
to appeal on a writ of error until two 
years after he reaches his majority.

Murder in Connecticut.
